Heavy Rains Visit the Track and 
Cause Abandonment of the

laATONIA, Ky.. September 20. — .\dverse weather 
conditions prevailed this afternoon, intermittent 
lihowers showing with the later racing. As a re- 
HUlt of several hard rains in the past thirty-six 
hours, the track became heavy and unsuited to any ' 
but the most pronounced mud runners. The racing 
offering as a whole was in keeping with these con- 
ditions, there being a noticeable lack of good clas.s 
horses in any of the dashes. The origin.ally intended 
feature race was declared off and a substitute for 
ordinary platers made the complement of seven 
races. Considering the iiupropitious conditions, a 
surprisingly good attendance witnessed the sport. 
Some were late arrivals on account of the change 
in post time to 1:45. resulting in the expiration of 
daylight saving time. 

The racing was fairly interesting, but there was 
a noticeable decrease in the volume of money 
bandied in the mutuels, the changed track and the 
ordinary starters being responsible. Favorites and 
outsiders were succ-essfnl alike during the aftL*modii. 
For the first time here all purses were of the 
uniform amount of $1,500. 

The sixth race brought with it chief considera- 
too of the afternoon, and also resulted in the flrat 
disqualification of the present racing. This came 
as a result when Wild Flower swerved over and 
impeded Ragasau. contributing to her fall in the 
last sixteenth of the race. Wild Flower came 
away then to an easy first, for Ragazza had been 
the chief contender at the time she went down. 
Mavehona and Peggy C. fought it out hard for 
second place, which Mavehona landed in the last 
snide. 

After interrogating Mooney, who had the mount 
on Wild Flower, and admitted that he heard Wilson 
call to him to take her off. but said that the 
filly had persisted in hugging to the rail, the 
stewards disqualified Wild Flower and gave the 
race to Mavehona, with Pegg.v C. second and Doric 
third. The disqualification o<*casioned a mild dem- 
onstration from n number of disgruntled Wild Flow- 
er buckers. Jockey Mooney was not suspended. 

Trainer C. C. Van Meter figured extensively in 
the day’s .iction and saddled tliree of the winners, 
including Mavehona. Having taken over the Frank 
Kelley racers this morning, he began his victories 
with the colt Demos, wliicli ran as if best in the 
dash for maiden two-year-olds. He also saddled 
n winner in former Senator Joe W. Bailey’s Lina 
Clark. Demos and Lina Clark were the two most 
pronounced successful favorites of the afternoon. 

TULSA BEATS ALEX JR. BY INCHES. 

Tile closing race brought w’lth it the closest finsh 
of the afternoon and Scobie’s superior skill enabled 
Tulsa to beat Alex Jr. home by a matter of mches. 
Alex Jr. was probably best and, under a stronger 
rider, would have w’on. 

The opener brought about an upset wiien Biddle 
dee won from Guaranteed and Miss Fontaine, with 
the favorite, Grace, following. Tlie winner liere 
took the lead in the stretch and held the race safe 
to the end. 

Bog Pardon, in the third race, was another out- 
sider that furnished a surprise by his victory. 

The substitute race fell to Jane Peiinybaker. run- 
ning In the color< of Milo Shields. She was sup- 
ported confidently and ran t<» her best form. 

Jocke.v B. Keniied.v comtdained that J. Kederis 
Iiad impeded Image in the third race !»y taking 
liold of the saddle cloth and that Kennedy was 
forced to strike at him witli h!s whip to make him 
desist. Ke<leris denied Kennedy’s charge wiieu 
questioned by the stewards. 

J. McPhersfdi claimed Rising Rock for $2,000 in 
the fifth race. 

Whiskaway and this year’s Futurity winner, 
Bunting, will be Harry Pa.vne Whitney’s repr-senta- 
lives in the Queen City Handicap, at a mile, to 
be run next Saturday, The colts will l>e shipped 
from New York next Wednesday', according to ad- 
vices from trainer James Rowe, and after their 
start in the Queen City Handicap will be kept in 
these parts to race in the Kentucky Jockey Club 
Stakes, to be run at Churchill Downs. 

Frank J. Brnen. general manager of the Ha- 
vana track, was an arrival this morning to make 
an indefinite stay and to do some mis^sionary work 
here in behalf of his asso(*iation. 

Emil Hers was among the visitors from New 
York. He is on his w’ay to Lexington to visit the 
Mhort Grass Farm. 



TORONTO, Out.. September 2d. — A perfect au- 
tumn day with Just enough tang to the air to make 
outdoor sport enjoyable and a well balanced pro- 
gram of seven races was tlie magnet that drew out 
a large attendance to the Woodbine this afternoon. 
A majority of the races furnished keen contests, 
but it remained for the feature race to bring out 
the most exciting finish of the afternoon. This 
event, the William Mulock Cup, a handicap for 
Canadian-bred horses, at a mile and 70 yards, found 
Yorkist leading Woodbihe by a neck as the field 
flashed past tl»e judges’ stand. The race was 
hotly contested from start to finish and the first 
two came from behind. Yorkist was lucky in 
slipping through next to the inside rail when 
Kelsay made his move at the turn out of the back- 
stretch, while Woodbine was a follower until 
straightened out for the final dash. She responded 
with great courage and bumping her way through 
between the horses was gaining on the winner with 
every stride at the finish. As a matter of fact she 
was in front a stride or two past the judges’ stand. 

Mabel Curtis made a runaway affair of the 
0 |>ener. She was ridden by Gnntner and made all 
the pace and led Delhimar by three lengths at the 
end. 

I.4idy Luxury was best iu the second race. Claver 
scut her to the front directly after the start and 
she remained there throughout. Jago furnished 
keen opi>o8ition until the pair were straightened out 
in the iiomestrctch. when Lady Luxury drew away. 

Commander Ross’ colors were carried to success 
by Bastille iu the Markham Plate, a dash of one 
mile, run as the fifth race. The son of Voter 
proved too fast for Irish Jig. John Hoshor and 
Kentish Bo.v and they followed him home in the 
order named, the Ross three-year-old only cantering 
at the end six lengths ahead of Irish Jig. 

Wash Norvell left for Detroit tonight to arrange 
tlie details for the opening of the Kenilworth meet- 
ing. 

There were only four starters in the Roisterer 
Steeplechase ajid they raced in a compact bunch to 
ffief*teitl#^etlt*e. where Statim made a bad landing 
and fell. He turned a complete somersault and 
landed on top of his rider, who in some miraculous 
manner escaped with nothing worse than a shaking 
up. The winner turned up in Flying Frog, which 
won at the end from Altar Fire, which in turn 
beat Great Scott out by a scant half length. 

JOCKEY E. TAYLOR WILL RECOVER. 

Reports from St. Michael’s hospital, where jockey 
E. Taylor is confined, are that the lad is progress- 
ing favorably and will likely recover. Taylor, who 
had only re«*ently recovered from a broken log, 
sustained as a result of a fall at one of the W’indsor 
meetings just u few days ago, by mistake took 
bichloride of mercury tablets instead of some re- 
ducing pills. 

Jo<-key Tommy Bums, son of the old-time rider 
of the same name, was an arrival from New York. 
He came up to ride for Senor Frank Delbarrio and 
will go from here to Kenilworth and then ac 
company tlie stalile to Cuba. Senor Delbarrio al- 
r«*ady lias eleven horses in Cuba and his stable was 
K’rengtliened by the addition of War Plume, War 
Tax and Johnny O’Connell, which have been rested 
at New York. 

Beginning on Wednesday and continuing for tie 
remainder of the uiwting the horses will be calliol 
to tlie post for the first race at 1:45 p. m. 

P. G. Christoplier added tlie Canadian-bred June 
Fly to his string after the latter was beaten in the 
sixth race Saturday, securing the horse via the 
elaiming route for .?2,300. 

It deveioped that Prospector was claimed the last 
day of the Thoriicliffe meeting by I. B. Davidson 
for $1,500. 

News came from Montreal on Saturday last of the 
death of George Fraley, who was employed by sev- 
eral of the elubs as custodian of the jockej's’ room. 
For the past seven years the late Mr. Fraley was 
also employed in tlie same capacity by the Cuba- 
American Jm-key and Auto Club. His body was 
shipi>ed to Cleveland for interment.

JOCKEY SHILLING MAKES NEW MOVE 



HAVRE DE GRACE. Md.. September 26 —The 
Carroll Shilling controversy took a new turn Satur 
day afternoon when his attorneys, armed with an 
injunction issued by Walter Preston, judge of th« 
Circuit Court of Harford County, instructed Shilling 
to sock a mount and ride In a race. Shilling ap 
peared in the jockeys’ inclosure and announced his 
engagement on Rinkavous, a starter in the tbidr 
race. 

The injunction was issued to Shilling to exercise 
his right to use the license tliat had bean granted 
to him by the Maryland Racing commission. Rink 
MVoiiH. i>rogr:imm«Ml as owued by H. Pigeon and 
trained by M. llackett. was scr.a tolled from the 
race on the orders of tlie pai'dock judge when the 
trainer failed to report the horse the customary 
thirty minutes before race time as specified by 
nciug rules. 



DUNBOYNE IN GRAND FORM 



No Outstanding Attraction, but Well-Matched 
Fields Provide Good Sport. 



HAVRE DE GRACE. Md., September 26.— Racing 
at the Havre de Grace course this afternoon whs 
of a spirited nature and productive of several close 
and exciting finishes in wliioh the respective win- 
ners were forced to stand hard drives to earn the 
verdict. There was no outstanding attraction, but 
well matched fields started in the majority of the 
races, the large overnight entry list being reduced 
■onsiderably by tiie numerous scratches w’hich were 
posted during the course of the afternoon. There 
was no apparent cause for the withdraw’al of so 
many, as the going was fast and overhead condi- 
tions all tluit could be desired. 

The steeplecha.se was captured by ,T. W. Bean’s 
Peccant in an easy manner from Perkiomen and 
Lytle. The winner was ridden in a confident men- 
iier by jockey Bush and kept under restraint the 
first turn of the field. Overmatch and Reddest 
were the ones to force the early pace, w'hich was 
fast, and when the final turn of the field was 
reached Peccant assumed the lead with apparent 
ease and, jumping cleanly, maintained his ad- 
vantage to the finish. 

Perkiomen might have offered a more strenuous 
battle iu the final eiglith had lie not stumbled when 
binding. Lytle, after follow'ing in the rear for tin? 
first part, closed in a determined manner and got 
up in time to nose out Overmatch for the smaller 
end of the purse. 

Twelve maiden two-year-old fillies faced the 
barrier in the opening dash of the afternoon and 
It resulted in another victory for Harry Payne 
Whitney when Plucky was returned the winner 
after a strenuou.s stretch drive with Little Black 
Bheep. The latter came over from Pimlico heralded 
as a speed marvel and was Imcked into favoritism 
at iK>st time. She sprinted into a commanding lead 
witli the rise of tlie barrier and, after being passed 
by the Whitney racer, enmo again and only failed 
after a game and hard fought laittle. 

Kirah and Jimmie Butwell made a runaivay af- 
fair of the third race, which was at tlH’ee>qruirters 
mOe- tiTtfler claimlnit '^ll^fRIons. Another large band 
started iu this race, with the ultimate winner in- 
stalled the popular choice. Leaving the barrier 
with a rush she opened up a commanding lead, 
which was gradually increased as the race pro- 
gressed. Dairyman finished second, while Trusty 
took the small end of the purse. The battle for 
the minor portions of the purse was an interesting 
one and the proverbial blanket could have covered 
the quartet that came to the finish, heads and noses 
apart. 

G. W. FORMAN CLAIMS KIRAH. 

The victory was a costly one to J. D. Bar- 
tolowmeo, for following the race Kirah was secured 
by G. W. Furman via the claiming route for 
$2,048. 

Siesta was another favorite that gladdened the 
hearts of the students of form when he was returned 
a winner in the fourth race, leading home Bill 
Hunley and Norford’s Choice. 

Frank Farrar narrowly missed being injured on 
Friday, when an auto which he was driving col- 
lided with another eoming from an opposite direct 
tion. The driver of the other car collided with an 
express wagon and the impact swerved him diagon 
ally across the roadway and before Mr. Farrar 
could apply his brakes, he crashed into him. The 
driver of the wrecked uiacliine suffered a broken 
leg and was removed to a Baltimore hospital. 

Tlie only claim dei>osited on Saturday was for 
Lady Lillian, which went to E. Hankins for $2,812. 

\ surplus of $312 derived from the claim dei> 08 - 
ited on Saturday will be added to the races run on 
Tuesday, September 27. and will mean a surplus of 
$44.57 for each overweight dash. 

Among tlie arrivals noted about the lawn today, 
was Col. Lafe Block, who got in from New York. 

C. B. Murray. Stewart Polk and Jeff Hcrde ar 
riv«*d from Toronto, with their respective strings 
and stabled at the track. Jockey E. Fator, ac- 
compained the Polk stable. 

At private terms Joseph Tevis sold to E. Hank 
ins, the horse Everliold, which will be campaigned 
here and later shipped to New Orleans.

CEBRIAN INSPECTS HIS BLOODSTOCK 



LEXINGTON. Ky.. September 26.— Edward Ce- 
briuii, who came here from New York after the 
sale of his yearlings at Durland’s Riding Academy 
September 7, to visit his Keeneland Farm stud of 
tlKiroughbred mares, at the head of which are the 
stallions Von Tromp and Troutbeck, left Sunday 
morning for his home in San Francisco. While here 
lie Innight the mares Mountain Fringe, by Atlas 
Anything, by Yankee, and Everything, by Plaudit, 
all in foal to Peter Quince, from Thomas B. Jones, 
owner of Crystal Spring Farm. The only horse 
now racing in the Cebrian colors is American Ace, 
in John Lowe’s string at Latonia, but Lowe has in 
hl.s stable at the Kentucky Association track here 
Hunters Point, Garden City, Queen of Trumps. 
Ia>tta Speed, Trump Card, Bookworm, Trumpet 
Call. Cigale and three yearlings, all the properly 
of Mr. Cebrian. American Ace is to go to Keene- 
land Farm at the close of the Kentucky racing sea- 
son. and next year he will be mated with eight or 
ten mares, after which he will be put into training 
again. 

Unless they are sold before the winter racing be 
gins, the honies in the local string will be shipped 
to New Orleans or Cuba. In Ixiwe’s string here 
are three otlier horses, Moliiiero. the property of 
.1. Molera of San Francisco, and the yeurliug 
fillies by Von Tromp. dams Dally and I.«a Borja re 
siieotively. they being the property of the Diamond 
Stable. Mr. Cebrian sold The Pirate to William 
Dondas a few days ago. 



CURRENT NOTES OF THE TURF 



The stable of R. TVarfield, comprising four head, 
has arrived at Montreal from Toronto. 

Jockey J. Kennedy escaped with minor bruises 
when his mount. Semper Stalwart, fell shortly aftw 
the start of the sixth race Saturday at Mount Royal 
Park. 

A small blaze broke out at the “red hot” counter 
under the grandstand at Mount Royal Park prevunis 
to the running of the fifth race Saturday, and 
ftdiowing a cry of “fire” a near-panic ensued 
Tile stand, crowded to capacity, was emptied of 
its occupants, who rushed pell-mell to the lawn, but 
uo one was injured. 



NEW YORK. N. Y.. September 26.— S. C. Hil- 
dreth’s fine old Celt horse, Dunboyne, toyed with 
his op{K>neiits and won the Arverne Handicap eas- 
ily at Aqueduct today. Dry Moon was second, and 
Dimmesdale third, while the Rc^st<me Stable’s 
Gladiator, backed into favoritism, finished a thor- 
oughly beaten last. 

Dry Moon got away in fnmt, but DimmesilaJe 
iiiickly replaced him, while Dunboyne kept in close 
pursuit. The Stonebam starter then dropped back 
to last. Dunboyne, held under a slight pull by 
Sande until the stretch turn, and after having raced 
Dimmesdale into defeat on the straight, was under 
restraint througli the last eighth. Dry Moon mean- 
time came again under a hard drive, tackled Dim- 
mesclale in the stretch, and Jumped ahead of tbs 
Wilson colt by a nose in the final stride. 

The battle for second place was the most tlirill- 
ing feature of the race. By the time Dunboyne 
entered the last eighth he had the race won, hut 
second place still remained an open affair, with 
Dimmesdale apparently holding the edge. Miller's 
persistence with the Stoueham colt found its re- 
ward. however, and he was awarded second money. 

The race marked the third victwy in a row for 
Dunboyne since bis return to the track. Today’s 
crowd practically forgot that the Hildreth starter 
was in the race. 8o neglected was he by the lawn- 
sters, who centered with great unanimity on Gladi- 
ator. that bis price rose steadily until wagering 
closed. 

In the race he demonstrated so conclusiTely 
his superiority to the others under his top impost 
of 130 pounds that bis few supporters had little 
to worry about after the field reached the stretch. 
He covered the three-quarters of a mile — most of it 
under restraint — in 1:12, a second slower than the 
track record. The race paid $8,225 to the winner. 
JYNTFE WINS IN HOT FINISH. 

Jyntee, ably ridden by Fator. took the first race, 
at six and a half furlongs, by a abort head from 
Vista, with Mavourneen third. Jyntee quickly as- 
sumed the lead and maintained her advantage all 
the way, although she was under a hard ride at 
the finish to withstand Vista’s challenge. 

Mavourneen reared when the barrier was sprung 
and although she made up a good lot of ground and 
easily outran all but Vista and Jyntee she did nor 
offer any serious opposition to the leaders. Rice 
was forced to take her to the outside at the turn 
into the stretch after he had failed to get through 
next to the inside rail. Turnabout, the winner’s 
full sister, in contrast with her showing when the 
pair met at Saratoga, did not enter seriously into 
contention at any time. She finished a biKily beaten 
last. 

Hallavill, three-year-old son of Berrilldon — Vill- 
halla, did great credit to his excellent jumping an- 
cestor by carrying the J. S. Cosden silks to victory 
in the steeplechase, which marked his first ap- 
pearance under colors. His stable companion 
Gimme apparently had second place at his mercy 
when he stumbled slightly at the last Jump and 
was led home by Sobrigadc. Woodruff, the only 
other starter, broke down and was pulled up at 
the fifth jump. 

Sinipatica. under an excellent ride by Fator, won 
the third race, for two-year-olds, at three-quarters 
mile. Sweepy, which finished second by a head, 
was disqualified. Second money was awarded to 
Vendor, which finished third, and third money to 
Delhi Maid. 

Wilson, who had the mount on Sweepy. tried to 
pass Lost Girl at the quarter-mile post, but failed 
to get through and then went to the outside. Com- 
ing up even with Last Girl, Sweepy swerved agalns't 
her repeatedly, knocking her completely out of 
contention. Sweepy then drew abreast with Siro- 
patica and raced with her head and head to the 
hnish. The stewards did not await a claim of 
foul, but disqualified Sweepy immediatily. 

MISHAP SPOILS BRUMADO’S CHANCES. 

Max Hirsch’s Suunyland had an easy time win- 
ning the Ballot Handicap, at a mile and a sixteenth, 
from Regal Lodge and Brumado. He drew awa.v 
from the others in the stretch to win under restraint 
by a margin of three lengths. 

Brumado. which was a good winner in France, 
has been showing excellent speed in work-outs, and 
was well backed. He might have been a more 
formidable opponent to the winner if he had not 
lost a stirrup at the furlong post, ruining what- 
ever chances he may have had. 

Another fine day brought out one of the largest 
midweek crowds of the meeting. The track was 
in excellent condition and the lawTisters were 
active. The public suffered in the failure of m;v- 
eral well -backed favorites. 

William Garth will send a division of the J. S. 
Cosden stable and some of his own horses to Havana 
for winter racing. The contingent will be in charge 
of Woods Garth. 

Woodruff was destroyed following his break- 
down in the steeplechase. 

D. J. Kahn claimed Pansy out of the first race 
for $2,205. 

J. E. Madden claimed Simpatiea, the winner of 
the third race, for $4,600. 

Jockey F. Wilson was suspended for three days 
by tlie stew’ards for crossing in front of Last Girl 
with Sweepy in the third race. 

.Jockey E. Fator. under contract to S. Polk, vis- 
ited his brother. Laverne Fator, at Aqueduct today. 
He is on his way from Canada to Havre de Grace 
to join his contract employer. He left for the 
Maiy'land track tonight.
